Agriculture 


Rain.  Rain.  Rain.  And  more 
Rain. 

The  weather  man,  not  content 
with  giving  us  a  dry,  cold,  late 
spring,  has  again  shown  his  power 
by  causing  Ole  Jupe  Pluvius  to  reign 
over  us.  He  is  doing  this  with  a 
vengeance,  and  it  seems  as  if  he  is 
making  up  for  lost  time  the  way  it 
has  been  coming  down. 

According  to  the  predictions  of 
%he   scientists,    last   year,   we   were 

oposed  to  be  without  any  summer 
at  all  and  have  snow  all  year 
round,  just  as  it  happened  in  1815. 
$o  I  supposed  we  ought  to  be  thank- 
:-*l  for  the  way  things  have  turned 
«ut  and  that  the  farmers  have  been 

•  Ie  to  gather  in  at  least  part  of 
their  crops. 

Oats  this  year  have  produced 
Mgher  yields  than  in  any  previous 
season  for  a  long  time,  because  of 
the  ideal  conditions  which  existed.  It 
had  the  cool,  moist,  growing  year, 
under  which  it  does  best.  In  many 
cases,  the  farmers  did  not  reap  the 
benefits  of  this  bumper  crop,  be- 
cause   during  harvest  it  rained   al- 


^st  continuously  and  the  shocks  in 
the  fields  sprouted  or  rotted  away, 
causing  enormous  losses. 

The  wet  spell  also  affected  wheat, 
although  on  some  farms  it  was 
threshed  before  much  damage  was 
done. 

Not  much  hope  is  held  out  for  the 
corn  crop  to  be  husked.  It  was 
planted  later  than  in  other  years, 
thus  giving  it  a  late  start.  With 
these  rains  and  not  much  sunshine, 
the  corn  isn't  growing  as  fast  as  it 
should,  to  be  matured  before  the 
first  heavy  frost  kills  it. 

Hay  was  a  fair  crop  this  year; 
although  it  also  had  a  late  start. 
The  second  cutting  made  up  for  the 
shortcomings  of  the  first. 

Growers  of  potatoes  have  almost 
given  up  hope  of  getting  a  good 
crop.  They  are  rotting  in  the 
ground  and  are  being  attacked  by 
late  blight. 

Farm  crops  as  a  whole  have  been 
damaged  by  these  continuous  rains, 
making  it  a  very  unsuccessful  seas- 
on, but  no  doubt  the  crops  will  re- 
turn to  normal  next  year. 
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HORTICULTURAL 
DEPARTMENT 

Feeling  rather  ornery  one  morn- 
ing, I  ventured  around  the  Horticul- 
ture building  looking  for  trouble. 
Imagine  my  surprise  on  entering 
Wechsler's  room  to  find  him  clean- 
ing the  shotgun  which  formerly  be- 
longed to  Cohn. 

Inquiring  the  reason  for  the  sud- 
den show  of  energy,  I  was  told  to 
mind  my  own  business,  and  if  I  was 
ever  caught  in  the  peach  orchard 
there  would  be  no  "Moon." 

On  visiting  the  peach  orchard,  I 
found  that  the  peaches,  though  not 
as  large  as  last  year,  were  more 
plentiful.  A  ready  market  was 
found  for  the  crop — the  proceeds 
also  were  greather  than  in  previous 
years. 

I  next  visited  Cohn's  plantation 
and  learned  that  he  had  a  very  busy 
and  successful  year;  the  strawber- 
ries netting  a  good  profit. 

The  grapes  were  fertilized  and 
cover  cropped  and  a  very  heavy 
yield  was  harvested. 

After  listening  to  Cohn  giving  ad- 
vice to  his  Freshmen  on  how  to  be- 
come a  great  worker  like  himself, 
I  made  a  wild  dash  to  the  apple 
orchard. 

I  discovered  Tuchman  and  Rosen- 
thal sitting  on  top  of  a  ladder  dis- 
cussing the  disease  problem  of  the 
apple.  They  cited  the  respective 
merits  of  their  orchards.  Summing 
it  up,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
they  both  would  get  goods  crops 
free  from  diseases  and  pests. 

The  young  peach  orchard  made 
quite  a  growth  and  when  it  comes 


in  bearing  the  fruit  sale  problem  of 
the  school  will  be  solved. 

Returning  to  my  room,  I  tried  to 
sleep,  but  was  disturbed  by  a  sud- 
den slamming  of  the  door.  In 
walked  Bachman,  our  vegetable 
man,  to  tell  me  that  he  had  had  a 
very  successful  season.  I  hit  him 
with  a  baseball  bat  and  fell  into  an 
uneasy  slumber,  haunted  by  straw- 
berries, Cohn  and  his  whip.

LANDSCAPE   DEPARTMENT 

The  biggest  piece  of  work  of  this 
department  was  the  landscaping  of 
the  Horticultural  Building.  Here  a 
rock  garden  was  made  on  the  side 
facing  the  railroad  tunnel.  In  this 
garden  several  hundred  specimens 
of  perennial  flowers  will  be  grown 
which  will  be  not  only  for  beauty, 
but  also  for  study  during  classes. 

After  much  hauling  of  soil  and 
grading;  a  terrace  was  made  whi?h 
was  planted  to  Periwinkles,  a  blae 
flower  that  forms  a  sod.  This  will 
keep  the  soil  from  washing  in  hea  /y 
rains. 

A  dry  wall  was  built  to  continue 
the  concrete  wall.  The  crevices  be- 
tween the  stones  were  planted  to 
several  specimens  of  vines,  whi:h 
will  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  sur- 
rounding grounds. 

Between  the  Chapel  and  Gym  a 
bed  was  made.  Here  several  hun- 
dred rhododendrons  and  laurels 
were  planted.  These  plants  will  be 
transplanted  amongst  the  trees 
about  the  chapel,  gym,  library, 
greenhouse  and  post  office.     There 
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also  will  be  planted  several  varieties 
of  perennials  to  blend  with  the 
beauty  of  these  places.

DAIRY  DEPARTMENT 

With  the  purchase  of  a  new 
young  bull,  a  son  of  Brent- 
wood Prospect,  Farm  School  has 
taken  the  first  step  in  building  up  a 
valuable  herd.  His  sire  is  a  son  of 
Carnation  Segis  Prospect,  whose 
dram,  Segis  Pieteye  Prospect,  gave 
over  37,000  lbs.  of  milk  in  one  year 
(world  record).  The  dam  of  this 
young  bull  also  gave  25,000  lbs.  of 
milk  in  one  year.  Since  our  best 
cows  produce  only  12,000  lbs.  per 
year,  certainly  some  improvement 
in  the  future  herd  must  result  from 
the  use  of  this  bull. 

At  present  the  dairy  milk  pro- 
duction runs  between  500  and  600 
quarts  per  day.  It  takes  59  milking 
cows  to  produce  this  amount  or,  in 
other  words,  each  cow  averages 
about  10  quarts  per  day. 

The  supply  of  silage  from  last  fall 
was  exhausted  during  the  middle  of 
August.  During  the  following  week 
the  pasture  being  in  poor  shape,  the 
herd  dropped  nearly  100  quarts  in 
daily  production,  due  to  the  lack  of 
succulent  feed. 

With  the  coming  of  cool  weather 
and  with  a  full  silo  and  hay  barn, 
the  milk  production  will  continu- 
ously climb  until  the  peak  is  reached 
some  time  in  December.

The  big  house  contains  four 
beds  of  chrysanthemums,  two  beds 
of  snapdragons  and  two  of  sweet 
peas  that  are  due  by  Christmas. 
Calendulas  are  growing  between 
the  peas. 

Somebody,  during  the  last  year  or 
two,  dropped  an  orange  seed  in  a 
secluded  corner  of  the  potting  room, 
and  just  recently  we  discovered  a 
promising  young  orange  tree  about 
eight  inches  in  height.  We  will  sup- 
ply the  dining  room  with  fruit  in  a 
short  while? 

A  constant  and  interesting  visitor 
is  Professor  Schmeider,  who  is  fur- 
thering his  experiments  with  rust 
on  snapdragons,  on  which  he  has 
done  a  great  deal  during  the  past 
winter. 

Our  calla  lilies  are  in  fine  shape, 
having  been  dormant  all  summer, 
and  are  ready  to  bloom  again.  We 
will  take  them  inside  before  the  first 
frost. 

The  lower  house,  which  is  under 
the  care  of  a  junior,  contains  six 
thousand  chrysanthemums,  which 
have  just  started  to  bloom.  The 
late  varieties  will  not  be  thru  before 
December  1st,  or  later.

Our  present  apiary  consists  of  one 
hundred  colonies,  which  are  distrib- 
uted at  farm  numbers  1,  4  and  7, 
and  a  large  percentage  are  kept  at 
the  home  barn. 

While  the  fruit  blossoming  season 
was  fair,  we  received  only  a  small 
amount  of  honey. 

This  was  due  to  several  causes. 
The  foremost  being  a  cold  and  rainy 
season ;  there  was  very  little  sun- 
shine for  many  days  and  the  bees 


exhausted  their  old  supply  of  honey 
for  food  for  themselves. 

The  Buckwheat  Flowers  only 
yielded  a  small  amount  of  honey 
because  there  is  but  a  small  acre- 
age in  the  school.  The  bees  de- 
pended entirely  upon  weeds  for 
their  supplies  of  nectar.  The  Can- 
ada Thistle  and  smart  weed,  al- 
though nuisances  to  the  farmer,  did 
their  bit.  Bee  keepers  have  not  had 
a  successful  season  this  year,  but 
have  hopes  for  the  coming  year.

This  has  been  a  busy  month  for 
us.  Despite  the  frequent  rains,  we 
have  been  on  the  go  continuously. 

With  some  assistance  from  the 
home  barn  tractor  squad,  we  cut, 
hauled,  and  stacked  in  the  barn- 
yard, twenty  acres  of  rye  and 
twenty-live  acres  of  oats  which 
threshed  and  yielded  a  good  crop 
of  grain.  Our  hay  has  all  been  taken 
in  and  our  fields  are  being  well 
manured  preparatory  to  plowing. 

The  seventy-two  acres  of  corn 
which  we  have  is  not  quite  up  to  the 
standard  of  last  year,  but  is  in  good 
condition. 

The  two  weeks'  rain  slowed  us  up 
a  bit,  but  we  kept  busy  nevertheless, 
with  hauling  manure  from  the  dairy 
and  cleaning  up  generally  around 
the  place.
